This  is  not  a  family  history.  It  is  merely  an 
attempt  to  arrange,  with  some  degree  of  order,  genea¬ 
logical  notes  from  various  sources  which  have  been 
accumulated  during  a  period  of  years.  The  object  of 
publication  is  to  preserve  these  notes  for  the  benefit  of 
any  persons  who  may  be  interested.  The  lines  of 
descent  from  Richard  Puckett  have  not  been  traced  to 
the  present,  but  the  matter  given  is  probably  sufficient 
to  enable  any  descendant  to  establish  his  lineage. 
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PUCKETT. 

There  were  Pucketts  in  Henrico  County,  Virginia, 
(settled  1634),  in  the  vicinity  of  Richmond,  at  an 
early  day.  A  land  grant  of  757  acres  was  made  to 
Wm.  Puckett  and  Thomas  Puckett  in  1682.  From 
time  to  time  we  note  the  name  in  various  Virginia 
counties.  Before  and  during  the  Revolution,  our 
Puckett  ancestors  were  living  in  Lunenburg  County 
(settled  1746),  where  a  Shepperlin  Puckett  was 
recorded  in  1763.  The  Lunenburg  County  records 
mention  others  of  the  name — including  William,  An¬ 
thony,  Thomas,  Richard,  and  Thomas  Hobby  Puckett. 
Later  Pucketts  have  been  found  in  Georgia,  Kentucky, 
Missouri,  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Texas  and 
Colorado. 

Mr.  Landon  C.  Bell,  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  who  is 
the  leading  historian  of  southside  Virginia,  writes,  “I 
am  very  certain  that  the  Lunenburg  Pucketts  came 
from  an  old  Prince  George  Co.,  Virginia  family.  The 

will  of  Thomas  Hobby  Puckett  was  recorded  in 
Lunenburg  Co.  in  1808.  About  one  hundred  years 

earlier  there  were  Pucketts  and  Hobbys  in  Prince 
George  Co.  Unfortunately,  the  Prince  George  records 
from  about  1728  to  1780  are  all  destroyed.  The 
Vestry  Book  of  Bristol  Parish  is  the  main  reliance  for 
data  for  a  part  only  of  that  period  ...  It  is  my  idea 
that  Thomas  Hobby  Puckett  of  Lunenburg  was  a  son 
or  grandson  of  some  one  of  those  whose  names  are 
entered  in  the  Bristol  Parish  Register, — this,  of  course, 
wants  verification.  The  family  probably  came  to 
Lunenburg  County  by  way  of  Amelia,  Brunswick,  or 
Dinwiddie.” 
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To  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Bell  we  are  indebted  for 
the  following  entries  copied  from  the  Bristol  Parish 
Vestry  Book  and  Register,  1720-1789.

The  compiler  has  memorands  of  12  Puckett 
deeds  and  13  McConnico  deeds  recorded  in  Lunenburg 
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County  between  1763  and  1803.  One,  dated  1797, 
records  the  sale  by  Thomas  Hobby  Puckett  to  Wm. 
Crafton,  Sim  Farley,  Richard  Puckett  and  Wm.  Ellis 
of  one  acre  of  land  “for  the  purpose  and  use  of  erect¬ 
ing  a  public  meeting  house  for  the  worship  of  the 
Lord  without  having  any  particular  regard  to  any 
religious  sect  or  profession  whatsoever.” 

This  Richard  Puckett  who  was  interested  in  the 
erection  of  an  undenominational  meeting  house  was 
our  ancestor,  the  Revolutionary  soldier.  There  is  a 
family  tradition  that  one  son  in  every  generation  was 
called  Richard,  but  we  cannot  now  name  the  parents 
of  this  Richard.  If  he  were  the  son  of  Richard  and 
Martha  Puckett,  whose  birth  is  recorded  in  1718-19, 
he  would  have  been  58  when  he  joined  the  army  in 
1777,  and  94  when  he  died  in  1813,  leaving  a  young 
son  of  nine  years.  It  seems  more  likely  that  he  was  the 
grandson  of  Richard  and  Martha. 

Information  from  the  U.  S.  War  Department, 
Adjutant  General's  Office,  dated  October  21,  1920, 
states:  “The  records  of  this  office  show  that  one 

Richard  Puckett  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  as 
a  private  in  Captain  William  Taylor's  Company,  2d 
Virginia  Regiment  commanded  by  Col.  Christian 
Febiger.  He  enlisted  August  26,  1777,  for  three 
years,  and  his  name  last  appears  on  the  company  pay 
roll  for  November,  1779.  On  April  25,  1  783,  he 
received  a  certificate  in  the  sum  of  L65 — S.  1  6 — D.  7 — 
for  the  balance  of  his  full  pay  agreeable  to  an  Act  of 
Assembly  passed  November  Session  1781.“

(Col.  Christian  Febiger,  a  Dane  by  birth,  was 
an  officer  of  conerable  note.  In  Virginia  he  com¬ 
manded  recruits  for  Lafayette’s  army.  See  Dictionary 
of  American  Biography.) 

Richard  Puckett  married  Sarah  McConnico,  a 
daughter  of  Jared  and  Kezziah  Hervey  McConnico, 
of  Lunenburg  County.  The  date  of  their  marriage 
is  not  known  but  on  November  4,  1771,  Sarah  Me-

Connico’s  sister,  Elizabeth  (born  about  1752)  was 
married  to  Henry  Lester.  It  was  probably  later  that 
the  younger  sister  became  the  wife  of  Richard  Puckett. 

Nov.  26,  1798,  “Richard  Puckett  and  Sally  his 
wife”  sold  their  land  (215  acres)  in  Lunenburg  Co., 
for  “consideration  of  the  sum  250  pounds  current 
money  of  Virginia,”  to  Charles  Cooksey.  This  land 
was  on  Springfield  Creek  and  joined  lands  owned  by 
Edward  Farley,  James  Crafton,  William  Ellis,  Chris¬ 
topher  McConnico,  Seth  Farley  and  Thomas  Puckett. 
No  doubt  the  tract  could  be  located  today.  Shortly 
after  this,  Richard  Puckett  and  family,  with  his 
father-in-law  and  other  relatives,  migrated  to  Ten¬ 
nessee  and  finally  settled  in  Williamson  County,  near 
Franklin.  He  bought  115  3^2  acres  of  land  from 
William  Pillow  on  the  18th  day  of  January,  1800; 
the  deed  is  registered  in  Williamson  Co.  Deed  Book 
No.  A-I,  Page  31-32.  Doubtless  that  was  his  home 
during  the  remainder  of  his  life. 

County  history  and  court  records  reveal  that 
Richard  Puckett  was  an  active,  public  spirited  citizen 
during  his  residence  in  Williamson  Co.  "In  1800, 
he  was  a  road  commissioner  for  ‘Commissioner’s 
Trace,'  a  road  to  connect  with  the  ‘Natchez  Trace’ 
in  Mississippi.  He  was  also  one  of  the  Town  Com¬ 
missioners  to  sell  the  bridge  across  the  Harpeth  River 
in  April,  1805.”  It  seems  that  he  prospered  in  the 
new  country,  as  he  left  an  estate  of  good  value. 

Old  Glory  Chapter,  D.  A.  R.,  of  Franklin  Tcnn., 
some  years  ago  placed  on  the  Courthouse  a  tablet  bear¬ 
ing  the  names  of  Revolutionary  soldiers  who  are 
buried  in  Williamson  County.  Richard  Puckett’s 
name  was  not  on  that  list;  his  descendants  did  not  live 
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there  and  the  fact  of  his  Revolutionary  service  was  not 
known  to  those  who  originated  the  memorial.  Later, 
after  investigation,  his  name  was  added  to  those  on 
the  tablet  and  was  placed  in  the  files  of  the  Chapter, 
as  well  as  in  the  State  archives.  The  exact  location  of 
his  grave  has  not  yet  been  ascertained;  he  was  probably 
buried  on  his  farm,  or  in  the  old  McConnico  burying 
ground. 

Richard  Puckett  died  in  1813;  we  infer  that  his 
wife  died  before  that,  or  soon  after,  because  his 
youngest  son,  Richard,  was  reared  by  the  wives  of  his 
older  brothers.  Neither  of  his  brothers  was  married  at 
the  time  of  their  father  s  death. 

The  children  of  Richard  Puckett  and  his  wife, 
Sarah  McConnico,  were: 

1.  Jared  (or  Jarret)  married  Anne  Collins, 
Aug.  1,  1815.  They  were  the  parents  of  Caroline, 
Mar.  (1)  Alex.  Brooks,  (2)  Burke  Lindsey;  Dosha 
Ann,  mar.  John  Arnett;  Robert  E.  C.  T.,  mar.  Sarah 

Minerva  Storer;  Richard,  mar.  Susanna _ ; 

Mary  Ann,  mar.  Sam  Brooks;  Benj.  Franklin,  mar. 


2.  Hervey,  married  Catherine  Braden,  June  19, 
1816.  We  have  no  record  of  their  family.  It  is  said 
that  Hervey  Puckett  took  part  in  the  Battle  of  New 
Orleans,  during  the  War  of  1812. 

3.  Eliza,  married  a  Williams.  Among  their 
children  were  Sarah  (who  lived  in  Carroll  Co.,  Miss, 
in  1856,  when  her  daughter  Florida  was  10  months 
old),  Jane  B.,  Richard,  Yancey. 
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4.  Fanny,  born  Dec.  4,  1791,  mar.  on  January 

8,  1807  Daniel  German  (born  May  5,  1787;  died 
Dec.  23,  1858),  son  of  Joseph  and  Elizabeth 

Humphreys  German.  Daniel  German  lived  next  to 
the  Old  McConnico  Church,  on  the  left.  After  Fanny 
Puckett's  death  he  married  Elizabeth  Rounsaville. 
He  and  his  second  wife  are  buried  in  Rest  Haven 
Cemetery,  Franklin,  Tenn.  The  location  of  his  first 
wife's  grave  is  unknown.  We  have  the  names  of  two 
children  of  Daniel  German — Zachcus  and  Mahala. 

5.  Sallie,  married  George  Jordan,  Dec.  12, 
1815.  Later  in  life,  as  a  widow,  “Aunt  Sallie 
Jordan"  lived  with  her  brother,  Major  Richard 
Puckett;  then  with  her  daughter,  Fannie  Jordan 
Smith,  at  Murfreesboro,  Tenn. 

6.  Richard,  born  1804,  married  about  1822  or 
'23,  Docia  Daugherty  (daughter  of  James  Daugherty 
and  Mary  Jane  Stanford),  died  July  5,  1855. 

The  following  items,  copied  from  the  record 
books  of  Williamson  County,  are  of  interest  as  show¬ 
ing  something  of  the  life  of  that  time.  The  names, 
Robert  C.  Puckett,  Sally  G.  Puckett,  Elizabeth 
Puckett,  mentioned  in  the  “Account  of  Sails,"  evi¬ 
dently  belong  to  relatives,  but  they  are  not  the  names 
of  Richard  Puckett’s  children.  Hervey  Puckett  was  a 
son.

We  Samuel  Shelburne  and  Oliver  Williams 
Commissioners  appointed  by  the  County  Court  of 
Williamson  at  their  July  Session  1815  to  settle  with 
Garner  McConnico  administrator  of  Richard  Puckett,

us  on  settlement  we  find  that  the  administrator  has 
sold  the*  estate  of  the  deceased  for  the  sum  of 
$2676.17%  and  received  moneys  making  in  all 
$4012.96%  out  of  which  the  said  administrator  has 
paid  the  sum  of  $1271.93%  for  the  benefit  of  the 
estate  of  deceased  which  leaves  a  ballance  in  the  hands 
of  the  administrator  of  $747.58%  cents  not  accounted 
for.

When  Richard  Puckett  died  in  Williamson 
County,  Tenn.,  his  youngest  son,  Richard,  was  only 
nine  years  old.  Among  the  expenditures  mentioned 
by  Garner  McConnico,  Administrator,  are  “pair  shoes 
for  Richard,  Jnr.  $2, — Cloth  for  Ditto  $3.50, — 
schooling  Ditto,  $3.50."  His  mother,  it  seems,  was 
not  living,  for  the  boy  lived  in  the  families  of  his 
brothers.  He  began  to  make  his  way  in  life  at  an  early 
age,  and  was  not  more  than  19  when  he  married  Docia 
Daugherty.  It  was  a  very  happy  marriage;  many 
years  after  (1856)  in  writing  to  one  of  his  daughters, 
he  says,  “No  man  ever  made  a  better  selection  of  a  wife 
than  I  did  at  18  years  of  age.  They  probably  met 
in  Alabama,  for  their  early  married  life  was  spent  at 
Oakville,  Lawrence  County,  Ala.  There  is  in  exist¬ 
ence  a  letter  written  by  Major  Richard  Puckett,  dated 
Oakville,  Ala.,  13th  May,  18^7.  It  was  addressed 
to  Zacheus  German,  at  Franklin,  Tenn.  In  this  letter 
he  says,  “This  country  partakes  largely  of  the 
pecuniary  distress  £3  embarrassment  that  now  pervades 
the  world.  I  am  a  sufferer  to  the  amt.  of  3000  $  by 
cotton.  I  bought  400  bales,  but  fearing  decline  in 
prices,  sold  all  but  120  bales.  This  amt.  pinches  hard 
these  times  but  can’t  fase  me  long  ...  I  am  again  a 
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candidate  for  the  Legislature.  I  believe  I  can't  be 
beaten,  but  in  this  I  may  be  mistaken  .  .  .  My  family 
are  all  well  and  send  their  best  love  to  you  all.  My 
oldest  daughters  are  nearly  women.  I  feel  to  be  about 
18  years  old.” 

It  was  this  financial  disturbance  of  1837  that 
caused  Major  Puckett’s  failure  in  business  and  resulted 
in  his  removal  to  Mississippi.  From  Saunders’  “Early 
Settlers  of  Alabama”  we  quote: — “Major  Richard 
Puckett  was  a  merchant  of  Oakville  during  the  ‘Flush 
Times  of  Alabama.’  He  was  a  man  of  good  person, 
and  of  fair  average  mind  and  made  a  pretty  good 
speech;  for  he  became  a  politician.  He  was  elected  by 
the  Whig  party  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives  both  in  1836-37  and  was  also  the  leading  man  in 
Oakville,  which  grew  up  like  a  mushroom,  on  loans 
obtained  from  the  State  Bank.  He  thought,  no  doubt, 
he  was  getting  rich,  but  when  the  ‘crash’  of  1837  oc¬ 
curred,  it  broke  him  and  every  merchant  in  the  place. 
Not  only  so,  but  many  of  the  most  solvent  farmers 
around  were  involved  as  sureties  for  Major  Puckett 
and  other  merchants,  and  broken  up.  The  town  itself 
had  been  built  up  on  a  school  section  and  was  sold  by 
an  act  of  the  Legislature,  and  every  building  after¬ 
wards  rotted  down,  so  that  no  vestige  of  the  place  is 
left.”  A  sad  ending  to  the  hopes  of  Oakville’s 
founders! 

In  1841,  Major  Puckett’s  daughter,  Sally  Me, 
married  Dr.  Martin,  a  physician  at  Oakville,  so  it  was 
after  that  year  that  he  took  his  family  to  Mississippi. 
Their  home  was  at  Lamar,  Marshall  County,  where 
he  made  every  effort  to  retrieve  his  shattered  fortunes. 
From  Lamar  he  wrote  to  his  son-in-law  at  Oakville, 
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May  9,  1842,  “You  say  that  times  arc  extremely  hard 
up  that  way  .  .  .  North  Alabama  is  only  suffering 
that  pecuniary  distress  and  ruin  that  I  felt  confident 
two  years  ago  would  pervade  the  country.  The  wreck 
will  go  on,  and  many  a  poor  fellow  who  now  feels  safe 
with  a  competency  and  comfortable  in  his  circum¬ 
stances,  has  yet  to  come  to  that  humiliation  with 
which  a  man  looks  upon  himself  as  a  bankrupt,  and 
the  mortification  of  seeing  his  wife  and  children  re¬ 
duced  to  the  most  abject  poverty.  I  most  religiously 
deplore  such  a  scene.  I  have  suffered;  I  know  all 
about  it.” 

Major  Puckett  (the  title  was  acquired  in  the 
militia)  was  optimistic  and  enterprising  in  business 
affairs;  allusions  to  politics  and  public  matters  are 
frequent  in  his  letters.  He  was  a  man  of  fine  feeling, 
neat  and  fastidious  in  dress,  fond  of  good  living,  very 
generous  and  affectionate  in  his  family  relations.  He 
possessed  a  keen  intellect,  wrote  a  good  hand,  had  a 
large  vocabulary,  and  a  delicate  sort  of  wit.  Some 
of  his  letters  are  charming.  What  schooling  he  ob¬ 
tained  as  a  youth  must  have  been  the  best  the  times 
afforded.  Major  Puckett  practiced  the  proverbial 
Southern  hospitality;  in  his  home  there  were  always 
guests,  some  of  whom  stayed  for  years. 

About  1855,  Major  Puckett  left  Lamar  and  be¬ 
came  a  commission  merchant  in  Memphis,  Term.,  ex¬ 
pecting  to  remove  his  family  there  in  the  fall.  These 
plans  were  broken  up  by  His  wife’s  death,  and  the 
children  were  scattered  for  a  while.  Finally,  though,  he 
established  a  home  for  his  daughters  in  Memphis, 
where  they  lived  through  the  years  of  war  and  until 
Major  Puckett’s  sudden  death  on  October  18.  1867, 
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at  the  age  of  63.  Late  in  life  he  married  Miss  Jane 
Hindman,  a  sister  of  Gen.  T.  C.  Hindman,  C.  S.  A. 
Of  this  marriage  was  born  one  son,  who  died  in  child¬ 
hood.  The  two  sons  of  the  first  marriage  did  not  live 
to  maturity.  The  older,  James,  was  no  doubt  named 
for  his  Grandfather  Daugherty.  The  younger, 
Richard  H.  (Hervey  ?),  was  born  May  4,  1830  and 
died,  after  a  painful  illness,  at  Lamar,  Miss.  May  3, 
1845.  At  that  period  the  father  wrote,  “For  the 
sake  of  the  rest  I  apparently  hold  up,  but  my  feelings 
and  spirits  have  received  shock  after  shock  so  deep  and 
afflicting  in  their  character  that  I  feel  now  I  shall  never 
recover  from  them.  I  delighted  in  my  little  Boys.  I 
felt  that  in  the  decline  of  life  they  would  be  a  source 
of  much  comfort  to  me.  How  futile  and  uncertain 
are  human  expectations!  ...  I  still  ought  to  be  thankful 
— while  I  have  no  Boys,  no  Sons,  I  yet  have  some  dear 
and  great  Daughters."  Two  little  girls  died  in  infancy 
or  childhood,  but  six  lived  to  become  handsome  and 
intelligent  women. 

These  daughters  of  Major  Richard  Puckett  and 
Docia  Daugherty  Puckett  were: 

1.  Mary  Jane,  born  1824,  married  Joseph 
F.  Dowdy. 

2.  Sarah  McConnico  (called  Sallic  Mac) 
born  Nov.  4,  1826,  married  June  3,  1841  Dr. 
Thomas  Quincy  Martin  (son  of  Dabney  Amos 
and  Elizabeth  Walker  Martin,  born  Aug.  16, 
1817,  died  Oct.  24,  1862);  died  March  2,  1898.

None  of  these  daughters  are  now  living,  but 
descendants  of  three  are  scattered  in  several  states.  The 
name  Puckett  has  died  out  in  this  line.  The  story  of 
Fanny  Puckett  Toombs’  tragic  death,  as  related  by 
her  niece,  is  given  herewith. 

THE  TRAGIC  DEATH  OF  TWO  BRAVE 
ARKANSAS  WOMEN

In  the  latter  part  of  1861,  Horace  B.  Toombs 
and  John  E.  Rossen  joined  the  1st  Arkansas  (Inf.) 
Regiment.  They  lived  in  St.  Charles,  Ark.  and  were 
friends  and  partners  in  business.  Each  had  a  young 
wife  and  child.  Mr.  Rossen’s  wife  was  a  Miss 
Virginia  Rodgers.  Mr.  Toombs  had  married  Miss 
Fannie  Puckett,  of  Memphis,  Tenn.,  who,  after  her 
husband  enlisted,  went  to  Memphis  to  live  with  her 
father,  Major  Richard  Puckett,  during  those  troublous 
times.  While  there  she  often  ministered  to  the  sick 
and  wounded  soldiers. 

Soon  after  the  Battle  of  Shiloh,  Mr.  Rossen 
sickened  at  Corinth  and  died  near  there.  In  the  fall 
of  1864  Mrs.  Toombs  was  called  to  St.  Charles  to 
attend  to  some  business;  while  there  she  was  the  guest 
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of  her  friend  Mrs.  Rossen.  The  town  was  garrisoned 
by  negro  soldiers,  commanded  by  Col.  Bisden,  who 
had  requested  all  citizens  to  leave.  Mrs.  Toombs  was 
awaiting  the  coming  of  a  boat  to  return  to  Memphis. 
Mrs.  Rossen  was  preparing  to  go  to  the  home  of  Mr. 
Walton  (her  stepfather) ,  who  lived  five  miles  in  the 
country.  On  October  28,  Mr.  Walton  came  in  for 
them,  but  Mrs.  Rossen  was  not  quite  ready  to  leave 
her  home,  wishing  to  get  a  piece  of  cloth  out  of  the 
loom.  So  she  told  him  to  come  back  next  day.  He 
bade  them  good  bye;  as  he  drove  off,  they  were  stand¬ 
ing  in  the  doorway.  He  turned  and  said,  “Girls,  I 
don't  like  to  leave  you  alone.”  They  replied,  “Don’t 
be  uneasy  about  us;  we  take  our  lives  in  our  own 
hands.”  Little  did  they  realize  the  import  of  the 
words. 

That  night  before  12  o’clock  they  were  awakened 
by  loud  knocking  upon  the  door.  Mrs.  Toombs  got 
up  and  was  shot  through  a  window.  The  bullet 
entered  her  heart.  She  fell  in  a  kneeling  posture  across 
a  table.  The  negro  nurse-girl,  the  eye  witness,  sought 
safety  under  the  bed.  Mrs.  Rossen  ran  to  the  negro 
cabin,  where  she  got  into  the  bed  with  her  old  servant; 
but  the  negro  fiend  pursued  her,  by  the  hair  dragged 
her  into  the  yard  and  beat  her  brains  out.  He  then 
entered  the  house  and  looted  it;  the  clothes  he  stole 
led  to  his  identification.  The  old  negro  man  servant 
started  for  Mr.  Walton  when  he  heard  the  first  shot; 
and  Mr.  Walton  reached  the  sad  scene  just  as  the 
officers  did,  at  break  of  day.  Little  Laura  Toombs 
and  Joe  Rossen  were  found  asleep  upon  the  skirt  of 
Mrs.  Toombs’  gown.  When  the  children  cried,  the 
negro  had  threatened  to  shot  them.  Though  so  young, 
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little  Laura  remembered  the  incident  as  long  as  she 
lived — six  years.  Joe  Rosscn  lived  to  manhood  and 
died  a  few  years  ago  in  Abilene,  Texas.  The  negro 
soldier  was  arrested,  tried  and  given  a  military  death. 
Now  can  we,  the  friends  of  these  two  women,  ever  feel 
kindly  towards  Lincoln,  who  armed  our  slaves?

McCONNICO. 

Landon  C.  Bell,  the  historian  of  Lunenburg 
County,  Va.,  writes  to  the  compiler:  "As  to  the 
McConnicos  ...  I  think  they  are  descended  from 
Christopher  McConnico,  an  early  vestrymen  of  Bristol 

♦ 

Parish.  I  think  he  lived  in  that  part  of  Prince  George 
cut  off  into  Brunswick, — and  my  belief  is  that  the 
Brunswick  Co.,  Va.  records  should  show  the  genera¬ 
tions  between  Christopher  of  Prince  George  (Bristol 
Parish)  and  Jared  of  Lunenburg." 

The  Lunenburg  County  records  give  an  inven¬ 
tory  of  William  McConnico’s  estate  (1750);  among 
his  property  was  a  family  of  negroes.  Christopher 
McConnico,  a  prominent  citizen  of  Petersburg,  Va., 
is  frequently  mentioned  in  the  records. 

In  1875,  Sterling  Henry  Lester,  a  grandson  of 
Henry  Lester  and  Elizabeth  McConnico,  wrote  a  short 
account  of  family  history  for  some  young  relatives. 
To  a  copy  of  that  document  1  am  indebted  for  the 
following  facts; 

"Jared  and  Kezziah  Hervey  McConnico  had  four 
sons  and  five  daughters.  In  order  of  age,  the  sons 
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were  William,  Christopher,  Jared,  Jr.,  and  Garner;  the 
daughters,  Elizabeth,  Anna,  Polly,  Sally  and  Fannie. 
William  went  from  Virginia  to  South  Carolina,  where 
he  accumulated  a  handsome  fortune,  married  and  died, 
leaving  two  sons,  William  and  Christopher.  Chris¬ 
topher  (son  of  Jared)  was  married  three  times.  One 
of  his  sons,  Andrew  J.  McConnico,  was  Postmaster  of 
Norfolk,  Va.,  for  about  twenty  years  and  was  an 
officer  in  the  War  of  1812.  Jared  McConnico,  third 
son  of  Jared  and  Kezziah,  married  twice  and  left 
children  by  his  first  wife.”  (Among  the  abstracts  of 
marriage  bonds  recorded  in  Lunenburg  County  is  one 
dated  10/7/1788,  for  Jered  McConnies  [McConnico] 
Jr.  and  Sally  Carter  Betts,  with  Spencer  Betts  as 
Surety.  See  Bell,  Old  Free  State,  vol.  2,  page  395. 
And  in  a  list  of  marriages  celebrated  in  Lunenburg  is 
the  following  entry  returned  by  Thomas  Crymes,  “a 
minister  of  the  Baptist  Church”:  ”1788,  Oct.  6,  Jered 
M.  Connico  and  Salley  Carter  Betts.”  See  Bell, 
Old  Free  State,  vol.  2,  page  431).  “After  Jared,  Jr.'s 
second  marriage,  his  parent,  his  brother  Garner,  and 
brother-in-law  Richard  Puckett,  and  himself  all  moved 
from  Virginia  and  settled  in  Williamson  County, 
Tennessee,  near  Franklin,  the  county  seat.  Garner 
McConnico,  the  youngest  son  and  next  to  the  youngest 
of  the  children  of  Jared,  Sr.  and  Kezziah,  was  born  in 
Virginia  about  1770.  Nov.  27,  1789,  Garner  Mc¬ 
Connico  married  Mary  Walker  whose  father  and 
family  moved  to  Tennessee  with  the  McConnicos. 
After  settling  in  Tennessee,  he  entered  upon  a  minis¬ 
terial  career,  which  was  marked  by  great  success  and 
may  be  denominated  distinguished,  especially  when 
taking  into  consideration  his  limited  education.  He 
was  robust  in  frame,  was  about  six  feet  high,  and

possessed  of  great  muscular  power,  as  well  as  intel¬ 
lectual  vigor.  He  was  the  father  of  five  sons,  Jared, 
Christopher,  Lemuel  Burkett,  Garner,  and  Silas 
Mercer;  and  four  daughters,  Nancy,  Betsy,  Mary 
(called  Polly),  and  Adeline."  This  statement  is 
greatly  condensed.  Sterling  Henry  Lester  also  tells 
us  that  the  McConnicos  were  Scotch,  but  moved  from 
Scotland  to  Wales,  and  thence  to  America,  long  before 
the  Revolution. 

J.  J.  Burnett’s  "Tennessee  Pioneer  Preachers" 
says;  "Garner  McConnico  was  a  native  of  Lunen¬ 
burg  County,  Va.,  born  1771  .  .  .  His  mother  was  a 
woman  of  unusual  piety  and  firmness  of  character, 
who,  like  Solomon,  believed  in  bringing  up  a  child  in 
the  way  he  should  go.  This  characteristic  crops  out 
incidently  in  the  story  of  young  McConnico’s  convic¬ 
tion  and  conversion,  as  related  by  James  Ross  in  "Life 
and  Times  of  Elder  Reuben  Ross."  (This  mother, 
Keziah  Hervey  McConnico,  was  also  the  mother  of 
Richard  Puckett’s  wife.)  "In  his  young  manhood, 
Garner  McConnico  was  married  to  Miss  Mary 
Walker  .  .  .  and  received  from  his  church  a  ‘license’  to 
preach.  About  the  year  1795,  Garner  McConnico 
and  his  young  wife  ‘fell  into  the  current  of  emigration 
that  was  setting  westward'  and  soon  found  themselves 
beyond  the  mountains  in  Davidson  Co.,  Tenn.  In 
the  fall  of  1797,  Elder  McConnico  removed  to  the 
neighborhood  of  Franklin,  Williamson  Co.,  Tenn., 
where  in  a  beautiful  spot  of  country  he  lived  for 
thirty-five  years,  and  reared  a  large  and  most  estimable 
family.  His  mansion,  after  the  old  Virginia  fashion, 
was  ever  the  scene  of  profuse  and  generous  hospitality. 
Here  he  built  up  the  Big  Harpeth  Church,  the  third 
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Baptist  church  planted  (1800)  south  of  Nashville. 
In  this  same  year  he  was  ordained  to  the  ministry  by 
the  authority  of  this  church,  becoming  its  pastor  on 
the  day  of  his  ordination,  and  continuing  pastor  till 
the  day  of  his  death,  a  period  of  thirty-three  years.  He 
was  largely  instrumental  in  organizing  (1803)  the 
Cumberland  Association,  and  was  moderator  of  that 
body  many  years  in  succession.  Elder  McConnico  died 
suddenly,  in  the  year  1833,  in  the  62nd  year  of  his 
age/’ 

A  great  grandson  of  Garner  McConnico  is  K.T. 
McConnico,  a  prominent  attorney  of  Nashville,  Tenn. 
He  tells  us  that  Garner  McConnico,  shortly  after  his 
marriage  to  Miss  Mary  Walker,  became  a  preacher  of 
the  Baptist  faith,  though  all  of  his  people  had  been 
Episcopalians.  The  old  McConnico  Church,  near 
Franklin,  Tenn.,  still  exists;  and  each  year  at  what  is 
called  the  May  meeting  at  this  Church  they  hold  an 
anniversary  service  to  commemorate  the  founding. 
Years  ago,  fire  destroyed  all  the  early  records  of  this 
Church.  A  heavy  storm  wrecked  the  former  brick 
building,  which  has  been  replaced  by  a  frame  structure 
that  is  well  cared  for. 

Going  back  to  Sterling  Henry  Lester’s  account, 
we  learn  that  Garner  McConnico’s  sob  Jared  married  a 
Miss  Mennard  and  died  in  southern  Alabama  about 
1818  or  1819,  leaving  a  son  who  became  a  lawyer. 
Christopher  (son  of  Garner)  married  a  Miss  Drake 
and  left  several  children.  Lemuel  Burkett  (son  of 
Garner)  married  (1)  Miss  Grimmer;  (2)  Widow 
Cloyd;  (3)  Widow  Massey;  (4)  a  widow;  (5)  a 
widow  whose  maiden  name  was  Merritt.  Lemuel  B. 
McConnico  was  for  twenty  years  clerk  of  the  county 
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court  of  Williamson  Co.,  Tenn.  and  wrote  a  beautiful 
hand  in  the  books  of  the  county  records;  he  was  a 
lawyer  by  profession.  His  son  by  the  first  marriage, 
“Major  W.  Lafayette  McConnico,  was  a  man  of 
splendid  appearance,  of  fine  talents,  and  a  lawyer  of 
promise.  He  entered  the  Confederate  service  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  War;  and  after  passing  through  its 
various  mutations,  died  near  its  conclusion,  away  from 
family  and  friends,  much  mourned  by  all  who  knew 
him."  This  young  officer  had  married  Mrs.  Cloyd’s 
daughter,  and  his  sister  married  her  son.  Major  Mc¬ 
Connico’ s  daughter,  Fannie,  died  before  him,  but  he 
left  two  sons,  Lemuel  B.,  Jr.  and  Dc  Kalb.  Silas 
Mercer  McConnico  (son  of  Garner)  was  “a  noble  and 
promising  youth,  but  was  drowned  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  of  Nashville  before  his  majority."  Garner  Mc¬ 
Connico  (son  of  Garner)  died  in  1880.  Llis  son 
George,  who  died  in  1904  in  his  71st  year,  was  the 
father  of  Mr.  K.  T.  McConnico  of  Nashville.  Nancy 
McConnico  (eldest  daughter  of  Garner  Sr.)  married 
Reuben  Dotson.  They  lived  in  Attalla  Co.,  Miss,  and 
raised  a  numerous  family.  "She  was  alive  in  time  of 
the  War,  and  was  then  a  great  grandmother."  Betsy 
McConnico  (daughter  of  Garner)  died  single.  Mary 
McConnico,  commonly  called  Polly,  (daughter  of 
Garner)  married  James  Lester  (a  relative),  son  of 
Whitehead  Lester  and  grandson  of  Andrew  Lester. 
One  of  her  sons,  James  Lester  Jr.  was  an  able  lawyer 
m  Pulaski,  1  enn.  Adeline  McConnico  (daughter  of 
Garner)  married  George  Kennard  and  reared  a  large 
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Elizabeth  McConnico,  born  about  1752,  (sister 
to  Garner,  Sr.  and  daughter  of  Jared  McConnico  and 
Kezziah  Hervey  McConnico)  was  married  Nov.  4. 
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1771  to  Henry  Lester,  son  of  Bryan  Lester  and  Sarah 
Winbush.  Their  children  were  Bryan  Winbush, 
Sarah,  Mary,  Fountain,  German,  Nancy  Hervey,  and 
Sterling  Henry.  Nancy  married  William  Barksdale. 
The  Barksdale  family  of  Mississippi  is  descended  from 
this  couple.

In  Charlotte  County,  Va.  is  the  Marriage  Bond 
dated  Nov.  3,  1771,  for  the  marriage  of  Henry  Lester, 
son  of  Bryant  Lester,  to  Betsey  McConnico.  The 
surety  on  the  bond  was  Christopher  McConnies 

(McConnico) . 

"We  inherit  nothing  truly 

But  what  our  actions  make  us  worthy  of." 
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DAUGHERTY. 

Richard  Puckett  (born  1804)  married  Docia 
Daugherty,  the  youngest  daughter  of  James  Daugherty 
and  his  wife,  Mary  Jane  Stanford.  It  is  said  that 
James  Daugherty  was  a  native  of  Ireland  (where  the 
family  name  was  O’Daugherty)  and  that  he  did  not 
come  to  America  until  after  the  Revolution.  His  wife 
is  supposed  to  be  a  native  of  South  Carolina.  Their 
other  children  were  Sarah,  James,  Hugh,  Noble, 
Virginia,  and  Margaret. 

Sarah  Daugherty  married  Thomas  Lynch;  one 
of  their  sons,  Darius,  married  a  daughter  of  Judge 
Gibson,  of  Moulton,  Ala.  Most  of  the  Lynch  children 
were  given  names  from  classical  or  ancient  history, 
which  fact  is  held  as  evidence  that  Thomas  Lynch 
was  a  man  of  schooling. 

James  Daugherty  Jr.  moved  to  Fannin  County, 
Texas,  where  he  and  his  son  were  killed  by  Indians,  in 
1839.  His  son-in-law,  Thomas,  with  a  little  boy, 
was  sheltered  in  a  log  cabin  during  the  fight,  from 
which  post  they  finally  repelled  the  1  7  Indians.  Then 
Thomas  put  the  bodies  of  Daugherty  and  his  son  in 
a  wagon  and  carried  them  home.  Nearly  50  years 
afterwards,  Thomas  declared  that  he  had  never  gotten 
over  the  effects  of  that  terrible  day. 

Noble  Daugherty  had  children:  Noble,  Tom, 
Pete,  George,  William,  Cassandra.  Their  descendants 
live  in  Texas  and  Oklahoma.  Noble  Daugherty’s 
son,  Thomas  L.,  was  born  near  Moulton,  Alabama, 
and  died  of  yellow  fever  in  Memphis  in  1878.  He  was 
one  of  the  first  Confederate  volunteers  in  Laurence 
County,  joining  the  “Invincibles”  in  1861. 
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Virginia  Daugherty  married  Col.  William 
Hodges.  Saunders’  “Early  Settlers  of  Alabama”  says, 
“The  Hodges  were  prominent  in  the  first  settlement  of 
Laurence  County.  Two  brothers,  Fleming  and  Wil¬ 
liam,  came  together.  Col.  William  Hodges  was  a 
member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1828-29. 
His  eldest  son,  Fleming,  had  considerable  talent  for 
trade  and  moved  to  Mississippi.  Two  other  sons, 
Moses  and  James,  went  to  Mississippi.  Captain  Wil¬ 
liam  (Buck)  Hodges,  of  Co.  F,  16th  Alabama,  was 
highly  esteemed  as  a  gentleman  and  a  brave  officer; 
he  was  wounded  several  times  and  was  terribly  mangled 
at  the  Battle  of  Chickamauga,  and  afterwards  placed 
upon  the  retired  list.  Another  son,  Asa,  was  a  lawyer 
and  served  as  deputy  sheriff  of  Lawrence  County,  Ala. 
in  1835-36;  he  moved  to  Arkansas.”  Other  children 
of  Col.  William  Hodges  and  his  wife,  Virginia,  were 
Margaret,  who  married  a  Price;  Docia,  married  a 
Patterson;  Elizabeth,  married  (1)  Johnson,  (2)  a 
Townsend;  and  Mary. 

Margaret  (Peggy)  Daugherty  married  George 
Gorman.  They  lived  on  a  plantation  in  Marshall  Co., 
Mississippi.  A  niece  of  Mrs.  Gorman  recalls  her 
childish  interest  in  a  visit  made  to  her  parents  by 
“Grandmother  Puckett  and  Aunt  Peggy  Gorman, 
coming  in  the  Gorman  carriage,  driven  by  Uncle 
Pete  ...  I  have  pleasant  recollections  of  visiting  at 
Aunt  and  Uncle  George  Gorman's,  as  at  their  only  son 
Paris  Gorman’s.  They  had  all  the  luxuries  of  wealthy 
planters.”  Paris  Gorman  married,  about  1841,  a 
beautiful  young  woman,  Ann  Bolling,  of  a  Virginia 
family.  Ann  Bolling  Gorman  was  much  admired  by 
her  husband's  young  cousin,  Sallie-Mac  Puckett.  To 
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this  cousin,  young  Mrs.  Gorman  presented  a  belt  and 
cuffs  made  of  white  velvet,  painted  with  a  design  of 
moss  rosebuds,  her  own  handiwork.  This  gift  was 
always  cherished  by  the  recipient,  and  it  is  still  in 
existence.  Ann  B.  Gorman  died  when  her  sons, 
George  and  Robert,  were  still  very  young;  they  were 
reared  by  their  grandparents.  Robert  died  just  as  he 
reached  manhood;  George  died  during  the  War  between 
the  States,  in  an  Insane  Asylum  at  Nashville,  Tenn. 
Paris  Gorman,  after  his  first  wife’s  death,  married  Miss 
Ann  Eliza  Mallory. 

These  four  Daugherty  sisters,  Sarah,  Virginia, 
Margaret  and  Docia,  were  women  of  fine  appearance, 
of  dignity  and  refinement.  A  granddaughter  of  the 
youngest,  who  remembered  them  all,  frequently  stated 
that  they  bore  every  mark  of  fine  family  and  good 
breeding. 

Our  list  of  the  children  of  James  and  Mary  Jane 
Daugherty  does  not  include  a  son  named  John.  Yet, 
one  of  their  grandsons,  William  H.  Daugherty  (son 
of  Noble),  writing  in  1904,  says,  “I  remember  well 
seeing  Uncle  John  Daugherty  when  he  came  to  our 
house  when  I  was  quite  a  small  boy  8  or  10  years  old, 
and  under  the  circumstances  I  was  glad  to  see  him  leave. 
And  I  have  never  heard  of  him  since  he  left  our  house, 
only  that  he  went  north  somewhere  in  Missouri, 
Illinois,  or  Indiana.  I  captured  one  of  his  boys  during 
the  Civil  War  and  kept  him  one  day  and  night  in 
Moulton  and  did  not  let  any  of  my  relations  there 
know  anything  about  him.”  What  the  “circum¬ 
stances”  were,  the  compiler  does  not  know. 
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
